Foroilaly Ejected from tlio Lobby by 
or&er of Vha Ssoakor, whoso 
action was Sustained 

.SI'KCIAI. DISl'ATCIIKS TO TUK OUEHOMAN'. 

LoMioN, Aug. I!.— An|iintuense crowd 
to day cheered Hradlaugli when he en- 
tered the [lulace yai I on his way to 
"\Ve.stminster hall, >mo time before 
the assembling of the house of com 
mons. (In Uradlaugli altemjiting to 
enter the house be was ipiietly remov 
ed from the lobby and escorted by the 
police into tlio yard, where he nlood 
conver.'.ing with u frienil. 

In the commons l.aboiiciiere raised a 
tiuestion of jirivilege thai the resolu 
tioii of the houso in regar<l to Hrad 
laugh only e\cluilcd him from the 
house, whereas be had lieen reinnved 
from the ioliby, an<l lie movecl th.it the 
oflicials were tiierein exceeding author 
ity. 

The speaker r. plied thai ho consider 
ed it his dulv to order I'radlauyb'.s re 
moval, and .addfi! '-The door <if t Ih^ 
house is clo>ed. ' ('beers of the crowd 
outside were audible inside of the 
house. Cladstono .suppm'teil the speaker 
and said Laboucliero's motion was 
untenable. After bis lirst repulse 
Bradlaugh renmim-d some lime staiul 
iii^ ill the oalai'i' yard with his arms 
folde.l and ihrei' policciiii'ii ill front of 
him barring bis was to the house. 
(.Hailstone declarecl I'.rndlaugh must 
now be treated as having no more right 
to enter tiie hou.se than a stranger. 
Northcote endorsed (lladsloue's view. 
While Sir Wilfred Lawsou wasspeaking 
against the illegal comluct of the bouse, 
Hraillaugh, w ho evatled the ])(ilice, en 
deavoretl to force an entrance, but was 
seized by messengers and dragged from 
tlin doors, when ho was taken in charge 
by ai.x policemen, .still resisting Htren 
iiously, his coat being torn in the 
struggle. The speaker ruled that tin.' 
motion of Sir Wilfred l.awson fur 
res(dndiiig the furmer resolut ion against 
the ailinissii)ii of Ijradlaugb was 
irrelevant ami the iiuestion before (he 
lioiise was iho eoniluct of the speaker 
in prohibiting Hradlaugli's access to 
tho lobbv. .Vfter llroadhurst and 
Cowan had snukcii in favor of I'.rad 
' laugh, Right lion, .lohii liriglit describ- 
I eil how 1-lradlaiigh was liroiiglit ilown 
j to the jialace yard in a fainting coudi 
i tion. He thought siudi scenes unpre 
cetlentcd. lie appealed to the opposi 
tion to consider their former decision 
so a.': to extricate themselves from the 
present ditlicultie.s. He was called to 
order for irrelevancv. Lord .John 
Manners said llright's altitude was 
calculated to encourage Bradlaugh, 
who had necessitated his forcible re 
inoval by attempting lo force an en- 
I Irance. An amendment to|l,atiouehere's 
motion declaring that the linuse approv- 
ed the conduct of the speaker and 
officials under his orders, was ai-ce[jted 
by ( Hailstone and Nortlicote anil was 
passed. A number of lilieral meiiibi!rs 
quitted the house befurc a vote was 
taken amidst ironical cheers. Urad- 
laugh after his ox]jlusioii went to How 
street for ;i summons ai^ainst the police. 
I The summons was refused but the mag 
I istrato advi.sed biin to prepare nit'oriiia 
tion in reference to the summons de 
sired for as.sault, 'i'ho amendmeiu for 
■ Labouchere's motion passed, 101 to 'j. 
[ The minority was coin]iosed of I'.ig-ai', 
[•'iiinegan, Cowan, Earl, Uroiolliui-.-^i, 
I Burt and Summers. Tellers 

clierc and Asliton ^V. Jiilke. 
I Mrs Annie Besant ami lwo 
ers of Bradlaugh were jirescnL m 
I Westminster ITall; 200 extra police 
men were on diitv. riie st.alement 
I that the first removal of I'.radlaiigli on 
! his attemjiting admission to the house 
was pfl'eeled ipiielU', ap|iear,s to be ;tn 
j error. He made tlie attempt soon 
I after tho busines.s of the house com 
j menced. lie informed Frskine, deputy 
sergeant-at arms, that he was there bv 
\ mnndale of his constituents and would 
1 not vield to anything illegal. I'tion 
[ Frskine putting out his hand lo pre 
j \'ent his ]ia.ssage Hraillaugh |nislied him 
and was immediately seized b\- an 
I usher, witli whom he gra])pled tierceU , 
Blionting "If any one dares hinder me. 
He was hustled down the meiiibLir's 
staircase, grappling with the police and 
ushers, but no blows were struck-. He 
was ghastly pale when ho appealed in 
the Palace yard, anil was still strug 
gling witii the police, and was almost 
fainting. A gla.ss of water was brought 
and his face bathed. Me threatened 
to come to the house again with 
such force that the police would 
be compelled to arrest him. The lujlice 
cleared the ])alace yard at \\. in. 

I'radlaugli, in addressing delegates 
who had come to London to present 
petitions in his behalf, said he had not 
quite recovered from violence at the 
hands of the police, but lie intended to 
go lo the commons tigain, choosing his 
own time. 

l.oMio.v, Aug i). — Ilrailhiugli ilid not 
ajipear at Westminster to-day. He aji- 
penred in the Bow street ])olice court 
ami pre.scntei.1 an information upon 
which he demanded !i summons agnin.st 
the police for a.ssault, whieli simply al- 
leged that an as.saiilt h.ail been eoininit- 
tod. The inngistrate sju'd this was in 
snfllcieiit; that F.radl.augli appi'areil lo 
have invited assault: that he should 
have refused a summons if all the facts 
were before him, and certainly should 
on what appears in the information. 
Bradlaugh intends to proceed fm-tle-r 
liy mandamus.

CORPORATION OK THE CITY OF VICTORIA, PRO- 
VINCE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

A BYLAW to Authru-i/.e the Salt- 
Liinda witliin tho City of N icturia, 
upon wliicli Taxes have bi'oii dne nml 
in .Arrear foi- Tliree Vimts. 

WHEREAS IT IS .\ P K U I K N T 
that all land.s or []:ucel nf laiul.i witli- 
in tho City of Victuiia upun which i.a.xe.i 
have been due and in arrcar fi.r thifu 
years shall be sold and tho proceed.s ap- 
plied in the reduction of such taxea; 

Be it enacted therefore by the JMnyor 
and Council of tho Coriionation of tho 
City of Victoria: 

1. The Assessor and CoUectm <■! 
Municipal Council of the City of A'ictoria 
is hereby aiithoriztd and directed, when- 
•never tajes on any land have been due 
for three years precodiiij; tlio Fifteenth 
day pf July, 1881, to submit to the M.ayor 
of the City of Victoria a list, in duiilieatc, 
of all the land.s liable umlur llie prnvi 
aiojiB of thin Bylaw t^i Im- .snjil fi/i- l.i.^cs, 
with the anioiuit of arreai-n anmn.',! each 
lot set opjiosite to the .Maine; and tlh' 
Mayor shall authentic, ite .Hucli ll.-it.-i by 
afHxing the Seal of the Corporation and

(1. The day "of s.aleMhall be the Ninoliotli 
day after the publication of such list, ex- 
clusive of tho daj' of such publication, ex- 
cept in case the said Ninetieth day ah.ill 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such sale shall take place on the ioUowing 
day at the Council Chambers in the City 
of Victoria, and shall Ix-'tin at Twelve 
o'clock. Noon. 

7. If at the time appointetl feir the .Sdle 
of the lands no bidders appear, the .^s- 
.seasor and Collector may adjonrn tho sale 
from time to tiniu. 

.S. If the taxes have not been previous- 
ly collected, or if no one appears to jiay 
the Biime at the time and place appointed 
for tho .sale, the .-Nsscsaor and Collector 
shall sell at Public Auction so much of 
tin- land a.s may be luitllcieut to discharge 
the ta.xes and all lawful charges incurred 
in and about the s.ale and the collection 
of tho taxes, selling in preference aucli 
part as ho may consider best for the own- 
er to sell first; and in ofliering such lands 
for sale it .shall not be neces.iary to ile- 
scribe pailicnlarly the portion of the lot 
or .section which shall be sold, but it will 
he siillicient to say that he will sell so 
iiuich of the lot or section as shall be ne- 
cessary to secure tho payniont of the ta\e,s 
due, and the amount of taxes stated in 
tho advertisement shall in all cases be 
jiritiut f'(i.-iV evidence of the correct amount 
duo.

months thore.-ifler, of such adjourned sale; 
he shall !;ive notice by advertisement in 
one of the local papers in which the ori- 
ginal notice was advertised and on such 
day he shall sell such lands for any sum 
he can realize and .shidl accept such sum 
as full payment of such arrears of taxes. 

10. If tho ]ntrchaser of any property or 
[larcel of land fails immediately to pay to 
the .Assessor and Collector tho amount of 
the purchase money, the .-Vsseasor and 
Collector shall fortliwilh again imt np the 
property fur saU'. 

11. Immediately after eve.y sale the 
Assessor and Collector .shall return a list 
of the arrears saliaficd by such sale to the 
Treasurer of the Corporation and shall at 
tho same time pay in the proceeds of such 
sale tu the said Treasurer. 

12. Tho Assessor and Collector, after 
soiling any land for taxes, shall give a 
Certiticate under his hand to tho pur- 
chaser stating distinctly what part of 
proportion, as tho casi; may be, of the 
land and vi liat interest therein have l)een 
sold; or .stating that the whole lot, !iection 
or estate has been so sold and describing 
tho samo, and also stating tho quantity of 
land, the sum for which it has been sold 
and the expenses of sale; and further stat- 
ing that a deed convoying the same to the 
piirchitscr or his assigns according to the 
nature of the estate or interest sold will 
be executed by him and the M.ayor, on 
his or thoir demand, at any tiino after the 
expiration of ono year from tho date of 
the Certificate if the land be not previous- 
ly redeemed. 

K!. The .-\sscssor and Collector shall be 
untitled to livo per eonliine cummi.ision 
upon the sums collected by him as afore- 
said.
